London. — The ports of hatha 
Kingdom were paralysed in 85 
ot a dock workers’ strike. Prices are 
already rising in anticipation of an 
early shortage of food as ä result.

The first indications of the spread 
of the strike outside the dockers“ 
unions from Liverpool, where 
warehouse men suddenly walked out. 
Simultaneously, dock and railway 
workers at Liverpool struck in sym- 
pathy with the regular dockers. The 
carters and motormen at Liverpool 
refused to handle goods from the 
docks. 

So far there is every evidence of 
solidarity on the part of the dockers, 
and other transport workers are 
standing by them in _ refusing to 
handle goods to and from ships.

San Diegd.— Withholding state funds 
from high schools where illegal fra- 
ternities are tolerated was advocated 
by Will C. Wood, state superintendent, 
here on an official trip.

A weakness in the 
dressed beef market has curtailed out- 
side live cattle purchases for the 
time being and the bulk of. receipts 
for the week have consisted of fairly 
well conditioned bullocks from Cali- 
fornia, Nevada and Utah. Several four- 
var strings of fairly good Nevada 
steers at the opening of the week 
averaging 1065 to 1075 s. brought 
$9.50. A survey of feed lots indi- 
cated plentitude of medium steers for 
trade demands. There has been a 
fairly good trade on cows and she 
stuff was quoted steady for the week, 
especially on the light, fat cows. and 
heifers. A few loads of Oregon cows 
averaging around 950 Ibs. cost $6.30 
and a sizeable shipment of Nevadas 
brought $6.50, with, the “cut-outs” at: 
$5.50, which graded about the low end 
of medium. A six-car string of rough 
half-fat cows were handled to. origi- 
nal owners account while the extreme 
lower grades were weak and unde- 
sired.
